1. Exteriors: Any improvement from lot line to lot line 
that makes for a more attractive outside picture, a more useful 
house and yard. Among many examples: General improvement 
of house’s appearance, such as done by painting, roofing, re-sid- 
ing.

excellent. The chances decrease 
slightly, but progressively, for each 
successive child after the second. 
Your chances of having a prema- 
ture baby? About 1 in 20. 

The odds are 1 in 95 that you’ll 
have twins, and 1 in 9,900 that you 
will hit the jackpot with triplets. 
Forget about quadruplets: your 
chances are 1 in 600,000. 

Two years usually pass between 
marriage and the arrival of the 
first child, who is born when the 
average mother is between the ages 
of 20 and 24. 

The cost of having a baby? A 
survey of families in the $4,000 to 
$5,000 class shows that the average 
cost is $400. The doctor takes $150 
of this, the hospital $95, a mini- 
mum layette $50, household help 
for a short time $80, and inciden- 
tals $20. 


Is our income up to snuff? 





If your family income in 1954 
was more than $5,330 you’ve 
topped the average. After deduc- 
tion of federal income tax, _ this 
gives you about $4,820 to spend as 
your wife sees fit. The average in- 
come for nonfarm families is $6,390 
and for farm families $3,460. 

You have the greatest family 
responsibility at age 40, but you 
don’t receive your top income un- 
til you reach 45 to 54. After that, 
there’s a gradual decrease. 

Did you ever try to calculate 
your present “money value” as a 
person? This is the amount of 
money you'll earn in the future, 
less what you'll spend to maintain 
yourself. At age 40, for example, a 
man who earns $5,000 after in- 
come-tax deductions has a money 
value of $54,500. You might point 
this out to your wife the next time 
she wants you to hang the second- 
floor storm windows. 


Is our budget out of kilter? 


That depends on your family. 
Food tops the list of expenses in the 
national average, taking about 30 
percent of the budget. Housing lops 
off about 12 percent, an 11 percent 
slice goes to your clothing and an- 
other 11 percent to your car. 
Among insured families, about 4 
percent of the budget goes for life- 
insurance premiums on four to six 
individual policies. You spend 5 
percent on medical care. A big 
portion of this goes to your doctor, 
as he takes in $22,298 a year. Don’t 
blow your top at his bills, though, 


without considering his expenses. 
Actually, his net spending income 
in one recent year was $13,432. 
Incidentally, your dentist has a 
spending income of $7,820 and 
your lawyer $8,730. 


What are our odds against 
a divorce? 


The great adding machine clicks 
away and comes up with the re- 
grettable fact that one marriage in 
every six will end in divorce within 
the first 10 years. About 42 percent 
of all divorces involve children— 
an average of 1.8 per broken family. 

Watch your step during the first 
year of marriage; more wedlocks 
turn into deadlocks then than in 
any other single year. You can 
breathe a little easier after that, 
but the third year is the second 
most dangerous. 


Do our children miss more 
school than they should? 


Across the country, schools av- 
erage 177.9 days in session during 
the year. Of this, the average stu- 
dent is absent 20 days. Half the 
absences are due to colds, many to 
stomach-aches, and a few to old- 
fashioned hooky. The average 
length of absence, according to one 
survey, is 2.5 days. 


Is our school system up to 
par? 


Check the number of students in 
your child’s classroom. The aver- 
age school system has 24.1 students 
per teacher. Do you pay your 
teachers the going scale? Accord- 
ing to an estimate by the National 
Education Association, the average 
elementary/high-school _ teacher’s 
salary for the 1954-55 school ses- 
sion was $3,932. You and your fel- 
low taxpayers annually dig out 
$224 per pupil to educate your 
kids, and you have an additional 
investment of $511 per pupil in 
school property. 


What do your figures show 
about our home? 


Currently, about 55 percent of 
all American families own their 
homes (if you disregard the mort- 
gage). We’re a nation of migrants, 
though. In 1953, for example, one 
out of every five persons moved to 
a different house. According to the 
Institute of Life Insurance, own- 
ers place an average value of 
$10,700 on their homes. About 
half of those homes are mortgaged 
and the average mortgage is $4,800. 
You probably spend $250 a year 
for home repair and improvements. 

The postman drops 305 pieces 
of mail into your box during the 
year and you make 438 phone calls. 


Do we eat too much?

More “variety” in gardening 


Warmer weather and new chemicals are working to- 
gether to give gardeners a greater choice of plants. 

Many of our finer ornamentals are limited in their 
usefulness because they won’t take cold weather. 
Now, able weathermen feel there is evidence of a 
warming trend. They expect our winters and summers 
to get progressively warmer for the next half century. 

If this is true, the northern range of plants can be 
extended another hundred miles with reasonable 
safety. Certainly, now is the time to gamble with 
shrubs that are marginally hardy. 

For the owner of a small lot, half-hardy trees may 
not be as desirable a risk. Shrubs would be easier to re- 
place if present predictions prove wrong. 

The chelated iron compounds are bringing the 
broad-leaved evergreens closer to the Midwest. The 
acid-loving plants in this group—azaleas, blueberries, 
and rhododendrons—haven’t previously been able to 
survive in the alkaline soils of the Midwest. 

Now, with chelated iron and related chemicals, 
these plants are being grown experimentally on alka- 
line soil. These new chemicals provide the plants with 
nutrients they are unable to take up from alkaline 
soils. 


Phony DDT fools resistant flies 


Insects now resistant to DDT are in for a sad surprise. 
Israeli scientists, working to make DDT more effec- 
tive, have produced a phony DDT, chemically diaryl- 
(trifluoromethyl!)-carbinol. They had hoped it would 
be an effective substitute for DDT, but it wasn’t. 

When, however, they mixed the phony DDT with 
the real product, it killed resistant flies much more ef- 
fectively than either chemical alone. 

Scientists theorize that the phony DDT saturates 
the organs which the insects use to neutralize DDT. 
This allows the original form to work with full effect. 


Plant studies shed light on cancer 


New research indicates there is a strong similarity be- 
tween abnormal tissues in plants and animals. 

At the University of Wisconsin, plant tumors have 
been produced by many of the same agents that in- 
duce cancerous conditions in animals. The Wisconsin 
research team has also discovered a new hormonal 
substance which inhibits plant tumors. They extracted 
it from plants in flower, where it occurs naturally. 

Perhaps the most interesting quality of the chemical 
is its ability to mature cells which are dividing and re-

Your first look at Five Star Home No. 2602 tells you 
it is a simple house—yet handsome and complete, 
inside and outside. Over-all dimensions of 55x28 
would fit nicely on most city-size lots. And the 1,540 
square feet it encloses keeps cost in a moderate 
bracket. 

Next, see how the sleeping area‘is divided from 
living and dining by entrance hall and utility core. 
This is often missed in a simple rectangle. One opens 
privately to parents’ bedroom. The other opens into 
hall, serving both children’s rooms. 

Plumbing is economically grouped for kitchen 
and bathrooms. Note convenient stairs to basement, 
which opens at grade in back for garage, deliveries. 
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Instead of a hodgepodge of different materials, architect developed 
an interesting pattern with siding. To left of entry it’s horizontal, then 
changes to vertical with battens at right. 

White trim accents serene gray, brightens entry (recessed to break 
frontal lines), and gives sparkle to accessory features like shutters, 
chimney, fascia. Single-ridge roof allows economical framing. 


Furniture grouping and change in carpeting clearly sets off the living-din- 
ing areas—yet a space-boosting openness is kept for both. Windows in 
dining area look out to back of wooded lot. Lot breaks sharply at rear. This 
allows, with little excavation, space for double garage and daylighted rec- 
reation room. Door from dining area will lead to porch (see floor plan).

Try these tips from young pie experts 


; are more ways than one to bake a cherry pie. If you’d 
visit the National Cherry Pie Baking Contest as we did, you’d find 
49 ways with cherry pies—and all dandy. Each year, 4-H repre- 
sentatives from the 48 states and Hawaii compete for the cham- 
pionship. Here we give cooking hints gleaned from the last event. 
Mary Ann Plankenhorn, Decatur, Illinois, is the 4-H’er whose 
hands you see in these pictures. Above, she’s cutting a wedge of a 
handsome pie just like the one she baked in the contest.

Mary Ann uses tip of teaspoon to make this fancy 
edge. After trimming lower crust 34 inch beyond 
rim, she folds it over lattice strips, pinching edges 
together. Then she presses double row of half- 
moons along the edge with tip of a teaspoon

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When in a rush, top a cherry pie with a spiral 
twist instead of weaving a lattice. Cut long pastry 
strips 34 inch wide. Then moisten the ends and 
join the strips together. Twist the long pastry 
strip and swirl it atop the filled pie, as above 
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Mary Ann makes this pretty lattice top by twist- 
ing 34-inch pastry strips and lining them up 
across pie. She places other strips diagonally, 
twisting them as she weaves. Lower crust is fold- 


ed over pastry strips and crimped to guard juice 


It’s as easy as it looks to crimp this attractive 
edge. Here’s how: Press crust between forefinger 
of one hand and thumb and forefinger of the 
other. Or press the handle of a silver knife or rub- 
ber spatula between your thumb and forefinger 





Here’s a dainty edge that’s simple in the making. 
Cut petals of pastry with the center of doughnut 
cutter bent in shape of cherry leaf. Overlap petals 
around the moistened rim of lattice-topped pie, 
pressing each petal carefully in place to seal

Don’t worry if he mispronounces or repeats words 


or parts of words. Just keep talking to him a lot and 


be sure you and others around him speak correctly 


and simply. Sing to him, too, and repeat rhymes 


L. a delight to his family when the baby 
speaks his first intelligible word. And it should 
be. It is evidence of his intellect, his memory, 
and his attentiveness. 

But long before his solemn pronouncement, 
““bowwow,” or “car,” or “‘more,”’ or whatever 
his choice may be, he has been learning to speak. 
And you have been helping him. Now, for a long 
time after his first recognizable word, he will 
continue to learn—from you and everyone 
around him. 

Immediately after his birth, he discovered he 
could make a noise. During his first month, he 
developed two or three different voice pitches, 
which resembled the various vowel sounds. 

By the end of the first month, you were able 
to tell by his crying whether he was hungry, 
angry, frightened, or in pain. 

From 2 months on, he experimented with his 
voice. He discovered that by tensing or relaxing 
his vocal cords, and shaping his tongue and lips 
in different positions, he could make different 
sounds. 

By chance, a combination of voice pitch and 
tongue and lip position would produce a sound 
which to you seemed to have meaning. Perhaps 
it was “dada” or ““m-m-ma.” 

It’s easy to take these accidental sounds for 
first “words.” Usually they aren’t. He has dis- 
covered, though, how to form the ‘“‘d”’ and “‘m” 
consonants and combine them with a vowel 
sound. ‘ 


Bubbling, gurgling, cooing are all part of 
learning to talk. 

At the same time, your baby is detecting dif- 
ferences in the tone of your voice. He can tell 
whether it’s cross, comforting, or approving. 

At 6 months, a baby babbles sociably, and 
surprises you with inflections and intonations 
that resemble grownup’s speech—even to the 
rising inflection of a question. About this time, 
he begins to understand and recognize some of 
the words you say to him. 

By a year, he understands a good many words, 
even though he can’t say them. This knowledge 
is called his “‘passive vocabulary.” It will always 
be greater than his active vocabulary, even when 
he grows up. Through reading and listening, all 
of us understand more words than we use. 

Because of the passive vocabulary that your 
baby is developing, it’s important that you talk a 
lot to him—and pronounce words correctly. 

By 11 or 12 months, he will probably say a 
real word and show you that he knows what it 
means. 

Sometimes his first word may go unnoticed 
for a while because it doesn’t sound like the word 
he is trying to imitate. But, after he has used a 
certain sound several times to indicate a certain 
thing, you catch on. 

Because babyish mispronunciations are s0 
appealing, you’ll be tempted to repeat them 
back to your youngster. But it definitely doesn’t

for $3,000 plus $450 for the train- 
ing films. Each car costs $900. 
Over a 10-year period, the cost of a 
15-place Drivotrainer unit can be 
written off for no more than the 
cost of a good textbook for each 
student trained on the machine. 

Based on a 20-period course and 
a 6-period day, a 5-car Drivotrain- 
er unit can accommodate 270 stu- 
dents; a 10-car-unit, 540 students; 
a 15-car unit, 810 students. The 
Drivotrainer can also be used at 
night to upgrade mature drivers as 
a part of the school’s adult-educa- 
tion program. 

Local insurance agents’ associa- 
tions have bought Drivotrainer 
units for city use in Dearborn, 
Michigan, and Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma. The first complete 
classroom setup exported from 
New Jersey is now in use in Stock- 
holm, Sweden. Commercial driv- 
ing schools in Freeport, New York, 
and Springfield, Massachusetts, 
are now training their students via 
the dry-run system. 


Didetel students in Brook- 
lyn, New York; Oak Park, Illinois; 
Waterloo, Iowa; and Hollywood, 
California, are stripping their first 
gears without taking the schools’ 
dual-control trainers out of the 
parking lot. Or the family car out 
of the driveway. They’re learning 
to turn corners, start on hills, and 
maneuver through traffic without 
putting their driver-education 
teacher in a dither. And the only 
mirrors involved are used for par- 
allel parking. 

Like the Link Trainer, the new 
Drivotrainer was designed to simu- 
late reality to the extent that part, 
but not all, the teaching can be 
done on a training device at lower 
cost and with less risk than in a real 
automobile. A complete classroom 
unit has 5 to 15 “cars” equipped 
with all standard controls except 
four wheels and a gasoline motor, 
a control unit which records every 
move in every trainer through a 
switchboard-type network of elec- 
tronic wires, and a series of 19 mo- 
tion pictures ranging from basic 
clutch techniques to fast-moving 
emergency situations. 

Controls and instruments on the 
“classroom cars” match those of 
standard automobiles. Besides the 
steering wheel, a gear-shift lever, 
clutch and brake pedals, and ac- 
celerator, the cars have a speedom- 
eter, left-right turn indicator, high- 
low beam light switch, ignition key 
and starter switch, and even an ad- 
justable driver’s seat. Under the 
hoods, these “‘cars’’ have a nest of 
electromechanical devices engi- 
neered to duplicate the operation 
of controls on real automobiles. 

Simulating the hum of a car en- 
gine, an electric motor whirrs as 
the student presses the starter but- 
ton. The more he steps on the gas 
pedal, the louder the whir. As in 
standard cars, there’s a drag on the 
gear-shift lever until it reaches the 


proper position and falls naturally 
into place. 

The clutch pedal operates under 
pressure, even to the point where 
the driver can feel it “take hold” 
as the gears engage. And when the 
clutch is let up too fast, the engine 
“stalls” forcing the student to start 
again just as in normal driving. 

Speed indicated on the stand- 
ard-type speedometer is keyed to 
the accelerator so student drivers 
can learn the correct speed for 
shifting gears and for varied road 
conditions. Lights on the speed- 
ometer flash the operation of turn 
indicator and light-beam switches. 
In steering, increasing pressure is 
built up as the wheel is turned to 
the maximum of 11% revolutions 
and, once released, the wheel cen- 
ters itself. The student’s proficiency 
is measured by the degree he turns 
the wheel in response to the direc- 
tion of the ‘‘road” on the motion- 
picture screen. 

Backing in the Drivotrainer cars 
is done in a manner as unique as it 
is real. The student turns and looks 
over his right shoulder into a mir- 
ror positioned so he can see the 
*“‘road”’ on the screen in front of the 
classroom. He then “backs” ac- 
cording to what appears in the mir- 
ror, seeing what would be seen 
through the rear window of a 
standard car. 

At the master-control units in 
the rear of the classroom, the scor- 
ing mechanism automatically re- 
cords the way each student uses 
the controls in more than 30 differ- 
ent driving operations. It measures 
reaction time with split-second ac- 
curacy, and can check for the com- 
pletion of as many as four different 
operations in only two seconds. 


The Drivotrainer’s scoring mech- 
anism measures more than the stu- 
dents’ use of individual controls. 
The instructor can also check for 
closely coordinated actions like the 
proper seesaw movement of clutch 
and accelerator in smooth starting. 
When starting on hills, he can test 
still a third element—the student’s 
ability to release the emergency 
brake at the right moment. In 
drilling for emergency situations, 
the student’s ability to hit the 
brake and steer properly at the 
same time are recorded on the 
score card. 

Twenty-two different operations 
must be completed to turn a car 
around in a driveway, and 15 are 
involved in making a right turn at 
a traffic light where the driver has 
to slow down for a pedestrian cross- 
ing the street. Passing the car 
ahead safely takes 12 correlated 
steps. In each of these everyday 
driving episodes, students can be 
checked for completing all the op- 
erations properly. 

But, it takes more than manipu- 
lative skill to make a safe driver. 
Accident-cause research—long one 
of the pet projects of educators and 
insurance companies—points 4 
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student drivers 


long finger to the importance of 
judgment and attitude. According 
to the National Safety Council, 9 
of every 10 accidents are caused 
by human failure. Perhaps that 
one second—in which an accident 
could have been avoided—passed 
because a driver just didn’t know 
how to react. 


Fire and lifeboat drills are built 
on the need for a spontaneous and 
immediate reaction. The natural 
reaction is often the wrong one. 
The Drivotrainer helps build this 
same reflex for safety in the student 
driver. What can a driver do when 
an accident is just about to hap- 
pen? Safety-education teachers 
can’t stage ‘“‘accidents”’ for the stu- 
dent’s benefit. But, they can instill 
reactions through the emergency- 
packed films. 

A student in a Drivotrainer will 
be driving along behind a high- 
school girl in a convertible (who is 
on the screen). The girl will see a 
friend across the street. Without 
warning, she will pull up, stop her 
car, and get out the driver’s side to 
greet her friend. Then she will 
will look out of the screen at the 
student driver (in his Drivotrainer) 
bearing down on her . . . and freeze 
in fright. The student must then 
react as if in a real situation. He 
must, in fact, have been “driving” 
the situation correctly right along. 
Otherwise the tape on his instruc- 
tor’s desk will record an accident. 
It will show that the student had 
not been traveling the screen road 
far enough behind the girl’s car at 
the proper speed. 

The final film in the 24-hour 
series is a grueling 27-minute road 
test. 


The first 15-place Drivotrainer 
began operation in the Brooklyn 
High School of Automotive Trades 
in February, 1953. It was moved 
to Bryant High School in Brooklyn 
in 1954, so girls as well as boys 
could be included in the program. 
Since then, the training films have 
been revised and many new teach- 
ing techniques developed. And 
more are on the way, according to 
Bert Woodcock, head of the Iowa 
State Teachers College safety-edu- 
cation program which has trained 
more driver-education teachers 
than any college in the country. 

“ve been teaching safety edu- 
cation for 10 years and this Drivo- 
trainer is the best teaching aid 
we’ve ever run across. So many of 
the fine points of driving are 
brought out systematically that it 
makes our teaching much more 
thorough.” 

First in the country to buy a 
Drivotrainer unit, Oak Park River 
Forest High School, in Illinois, has 
taken still another step beyond the 
usual driver training program. 
Parents are now on the schedule as 
instructors in how to handle the 
family car. 

Thoroughly briefed on the Drivo- 
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trainer, each parent is given a 
“log” on which the school instruc- 
tor regularly enters the lesson for 
the week. Parents add pertinent 
information as to what occurs dur- 
ing actual driving time. 

“‘We have a particular reason 
for correlating instruction in the 
family car with classroom instruc- 
tion on the Drivotrainer,” Eugene 
Youngert, school superintendent 
says. ““There are many transmis- 
sion differences in cars today. 
These differences cannot all pos- 
sibly be explained in class, and 
appropriate practice be given to 
them. We believe that gear shift- 
ing must be taught, but many fam- 
ilies today own automatic-shift 
cars. And there will be some op- 
erating differences in all cars, 
whether because of make, type, or 
age. This is where the family takes 
over during the course, preparing 
the young people to drive not just 
any car skillfully, but precisely the 
car the student is most likely go use 
immediately.” 


A school using dual-control cars 
only in giving a 40-period, on-the- 
road course to 800 students a year 
would need seven full-time and 
one part-time teachers. The total 
cost (including teaching salaries) 
would be $40,000. By blending 
Drivotrainer with dual-control 
training, four full-time and one 
part-time teachers could give three 
hours of dual-control instruction 
to the same number of students at 
a cost of only $24,856 a year. 

The students would receive 20 
periods of instruction in the Drivo- 
trainer cars, 1314 periods as ob- 
servers in the dual-control car, and 
414 periods at the wheel of the 
dual-control car—a total of 38 
periods. Under this plan, the stu- 
dents would actually participate in 
driving exercises for 2414 periods 
—more than double the amount 
of time in a 40-period, dual-con- 
trol course. When riding 4 in a car, 
each student drives only one-fourth 
the time, or 10 periods. 

How do you get a Drivotrainer 
unit into your high school? An ap- 
propriation by the state legislature 
earmarked for driver education is 
one answer. California did it with 
the Stanley Driver Training law 
passed in 1953. The state reim- 
burses California schools for 75 
percent of the cost of behind-the- 
wheel training up to $30 per pupil. 
The Los Angeles schools have al- 
ready blueprinted a plan for train- 
ing 18,000 student drivers by 1960 
with the Drivotrainer playing a 
major role. 

Another answer may be a fund- 
raising campaign by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, Parent- 
Teachers Association, or civic 
clubs. Insurance agents associa- 
tions have already bought units for 
several major cities. 

This is one campaign that would 
pay double—in safety and also in 
dollars,

Sharp axes are always dangerous to keep 
around the house so, in the interests of safety, 


always use one with a dull edge. 


False. According to a Boy Scout man- 
ual, an axe is lessdangerous if it issharp. 
This may seem odd to you, but it’s true. 
If you are cutting wood with a sharp 
axe, the job is easily done; but if the 
axe is dull, it will take many more 
blows to cut through one piece. Soon 
your muscles become tired, your fingers ache and lose 
their strength, your grip loosens on the handle, and the 
axe strikes the wood a glancing blow and skids into your 
shoe or through your stocking, making an ugly wound. 


To avoid being trapped by flames while 
sleeping, you should always leave your 
bedroom door wide open. 





False. According to experts of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, this misapprehension is responsible for 
hundreds of fatalities in the United States every year. 

Most dwelling-fire deaths occur upstairs from downstairs 
fires, simply because heat rises. When a fire gets under 
way, super-heated air and combustion gases, ranging 
from 800 to 1,000 degrees in temperature, quickly flood 
the upper hall of a house. These lethal gases enter via 
open bedroom doors and asphyxiate the sleeping occu- 
pants before they are fully aroused. 

“Go to sleep with the windows open, the bedroom door 
closed,”’ warn the fire experts. ““And never, never leave

the transom of your hotel door open! 


The best way to save a drowning person 
is to jump in the water after him 
and pull him out 


False. “In attempting to rescue a drowning man,”’ warns 
the Red Cross, “‘try to avoid plunging in yourself. Throw 
a life preserver, extend an oar for the victim to grab, 
or even hold out your pants belt. Go in yourself only as 
a last resort. Hundreds drown every year when the panic- 
stricken victim obtains a strangle hold around his would- 
be rescuer’s neck.”

False. ““This is a deadly delusion!” 
warns the War Trophy Safety 
Committee. Certain chemicals in a 
souvenir or cartridge can deteri- 
orate and explode in response to a 
slight shock. The newspapers re- 
cently reported the death of a vet- 
eran when a shell which he had 
been using for a paperweight on 
his desk suddenly went off, pene- 
trating his brain. If you have any 
such souvenirs around the house, 
see to it that they are deactivated 
at once. 


It’s safe to handle high- 
voltage wires if you wear 
rubber gloves for insulation. 


False. “Dozens of people execute 
themselves every year because of 
a naive belief that they can use or- 
dinary rubber gloves to argue with 
a high-tension wire or a television 
cable,” says William S. Brown, 
safety director of the Consolidated 
Edison Company of New York. 
“Sure, rubber gloves may be safe 
when dealing with 110-volt wires 
around the house . . . if the floor 
isn’t wet. But gloves offer no in- 
sulation against the 4,400 to 10,000 
volts surging through high-tension 
wires. When you have a high-volt- 
age problem, let it wait for the 
electrical maintenance man.” 


According to the accident 
obituaries, the worst thing 
that can happen to a swimmer 
is for him to suffer cramps 
while in the water. 


False. ‘‘Panic, based on the falla- 
cious belief that cramps incurred 
while swimming are fatal, is re- 
sponsible for scores of drownings 
every year,” says Fred C. Mills, 
the Boy Scouts’ former safety ex- 
pert. “Cramps are no fun. They’re 
painful, true; but always remem- 
ber they’re not serious unless a 
swimmer gets scared.” 

“If you get one in the calf of your 
leg, pinch it between your thumb 
and fingers. If it’s in your toes, 
squeeze with both hands. If stom- 
ach cramps attack you, stretch out 
as far as you can and swim a breast 
stroke or backstroke to shore. But 


you must not give up and swim 
madly because you think you’re a 
guest for Davy Jones’ locker.” 


It’s not appendicitis unless 
you have any of the following 
symptoms: nausea, pain or 
tenderness in the lower 
right-hand quarter of the 
abdomen. 


False. Some 5,000 Americans die 
every year from appendicitis. 
Many of these fatalities occur from 
faulty self-diagnosis, according to 
Dr. Frederick F. Boyce, author of 
the book, Acute Appendicitis and Its 
Complications. ‘“Too many people 
think they do not have appendicitis 
if they do not have any of the fa- 
miliar symptoms,” says Dr. Boyce. 
‘Pain may be felt anywhere in the 
abdomen .. . and even up in the 
right shoulder.” 


If, as the result of an accident, 
one of your legs or arms 
begins to bleed profusely, the 
safest way to staunch the flow 
is to apply a tourniquet. 


False. “Beware the tourniquet!” 
says the American Red Cross. 
*‘Too many people do not realize 
that a tourniquet shuts off the 
blood supply; and if it’s left on for 
more than 15 minutes, gangrene 
may set in. Then amputation may 
be necessary.” 


Tourniquets have so frequently 
been forgotten or hidden under 
bandages, with disastrous results, 
that all safety. authorities now dis- 
courage their use. “More people 
have been lost from a tourniquet 
applied poorly or left on too long 
than from not having one ap- 
plied,” reports the A.M.A. “‘Pres- 
sure on the spot will stop almost 
any bleeding. The most severe 
bleeding can often be arrested by a 
large compress . . . a handkerchief 
or a piece of shirt . . . held firmly 
in place until the blood clots and 
the wound can be. dressed. But 
never exert pressure on a head 
wound. You may force pieces of a 
fractured skull into the brain.” 


If caught in a blizzard, the 
best way to survive is to 
keep moving. 


False. Every winter dozens of hunt- 
ers, sportsmen, and vacationers die 
of exhaustion and exposure be- 
cause of the belief, fostered in 
novels and movies, that to survive 
“you must keep moving.” 

Says the great explorer, Vilhjal- 
mur Stefanson, in his book, Arctic 
Manual, ‘Don’t keep moving. . . 
keep still. Sleep as much as you can 
because it saves energy and passes 
time. Don’t pinch and punch your- 
self to keep conscious. By forcing 
yourself to te awake, you use up 
energy that is needed to keep you 
warm. Through exercise and 
through panic, your sweat glands

When your baby starts to talk 


baby talk to him in his fashion. 

He thinks he is imitating the way 
you talk. If you reverse yourself 
now and adopt Ais way of saying 
things, you'll really mix him up. 

Don’t try to make him change 
the way he pronounces. Just be 
sure your pronunciation of the 
words he uses is clear and correct 
each time you say them. 

Your baby may stop adding 
words to his vocabulary for a while 
after his first two or three are un- 
derstood. Then there may be a 
definite lag while he is learning to 
walk. But he’ll make up for lost 
ground after he has become an ac- 
complished walker. 


a the meantime, you can help 
him add to his unspoken vocabu- 
lary if you keep talking to him in 
short, simple words, singing nurs- 
ery songs, reciting jingling rhymes. 
Don’t talk too fast, and keep your 
sentences short. 

Children who are not talked to 
during this learning period do not 
develop speech ability quickly. 
They have no one to imitate and 
no reason to talk. 

Children in orphanages, where 
attendants haven’t time to talk a 
lot with each youngster, are usual- 
ly slower in learning to talk. And 
they cling to baby talk longer. 

Of course, your baby will have 
other speech models besides you. 
He’ll imitate anyone who is around 
him a lot. Keep this in mind when 
hiring a steady baby-sitter. Rela- 
tives and friends are more difficult 
to control, but you can ask them 
not to talk baby talk to your 
youngster and to avoid slang as 
much as possible. 


I your family speaks two lan- 
guages, it’s better to wait until 
after your youngster is 3 or 4 years 
old before you introduce him to the 
second language. Children ex- 
posed to two languages from birth 
don’t seem to learn either language 
as rapidly as they would one 
language at a time. This is under- 
standable since they are learning 
two words for everything. 

Some people argue that it’s bet- 
ter to learn more than one tongue 
from infancy on. But psychologists 
disagree with this theory. They say 
that if a child tries to learn two 
languages at once he may not 
really grasp all that is meant by 
words of either language. 

By the time your baby is 18 
months old, he may have 10 to 20 
or more words in his vocabulary, 
though it still may be hard for any- 
one but you to understand him. 
Usually pronouncing ability does 
not keep up with the ability to 
learn new words. 

At 2, your youngster’s vocabu- 
lary may range anywhere from 20 
to 300 words or more. In a study 
of normal children at this age, one 
child used only five words while 
another used over 1,200! 

Between 2 and 6, your boy or 


girl will make enormous strides as 
a conversationalist. It’s during this 
period, however, that he may get 
pronouns mixed up (“me” for 
**T”), may be unable to say certain 
letters or combinations (he may 
say “free” for “three,” “‘widdle” 
for “‘little,’ and so forth), may 
stutter some (generally at 2) or 
3 years), and may repeat words 
and sentences over and over. 


Pans of these things should 
cause you any concern. It’s better 
not to try to correct your young- 
ster’s speech except by speaking 
correctly yourself. These difficul- 
ties will disappear of their own 
accord as your boy or girl develops 
talking ability. 

If you call your youngster’s at- 
tention to any of these defects, you 
may fix the habit in his mind and 
it will persist and become a prob- 
lem. Above all, don’t nag or ridi- 
cule him for his mistakes. 

If a defect such as stuttering 
continues after 6, there is probably 
some emotional tension causing it. 
A specialist in speech correction 
should be consulted.

will probably become a chatter- 
box. He’s discovered the pleasure 
of communication through words, 
has become sociable, wants to at- 
tract attention, and tell you things. 

If you become tired of his chat- 
ter at times, direct his interest to 
something else—a game or some 
physical activity. Don’t scold him 
or squelch him for talking too 
much. 

At this age, you should see that 
he has other children and grown- 
ups outside the family to talk to. 
In this way, he’ll learn to talk to 
others before he starts to school. 


‘Thee are many causes for slow- 
ness in talking. Boys are usually 
slower to talk than girls. 

Twins do not progress as rapidly 
in language development as do 
singleton children. This is because 
twins communicate with each 
other and do not have as much 
need to talk to anyone else. An 
only child will probably talk soon- 
er than a baby with brothers and 
sisters near his age. 

Not being talked to will retard 


a baby’s speech development. So , 


will hovering over the baby and 
waiting on him hand and foot, be- 
cause, then, there’s not much need 
for him to learn to talk. 

Maybe, because you’re afraid 
he’ll hurt himself, you’ve ham- 
pered your youngster’s efforts to 
crawl or walk. This, too, may hold 
back his talking. Speech is coordi- 
nation between brain and muscle. 
Tardiness in talking often goes 
hand in hand with poor coordina- 
tion in other activities. 


A tsempss to change your baby 
from left to right-handedness may 
discourage or confuse him so much 
he’ll be slow to talk. 

Sometimes too much urging or 
too much praise for talking may 
make a youngster afraid to try. 
Emotional tensions can be the 
cause of a slow-talking problem. 

If any of these reasons are keep- 
ing your baby from talking, you 
can probably determine the cause 
yourself. But, since slowness in 
speaking may be due to a physical 
condition, the youngster who 
makes no speech progress between 
2 and 3 should be carefully ex- 
amined by a doctor. 

Some of the physical causes are 
defects of the mouth, larynx, or 
tongue, or in the nerves controlling 
them; mental retardation; or a 
hearing difficulty. Obviously, the 
best person to decide and advise 
you on this is a physician. 


Bur, chances are that any such 
serious defects would have been 
discovered before now, if your 
baby has been under observation 
and care by your doctor. 

Where there’s no physical de- 
fect, your child will do all right. 
Just keep talking to him, give him 
good speech to imitate, and give 
him a chance to speak for himself.

™™ ALCOHOL 


By Reverend Alson J. Smith 


M, two little boys know all about the birds and the bees. 
They know that the stork didn’t bring them, and that it takes 
nine months, give or take a few days, to produce a baby. 

The oldest gets this in school, the youngest in his very progres- 
sive kindergarten, and both of them get it, of all places, in Sun- 
day school. 

If they have any questions left over, their mother answers 
them without any fuss and feathers. In the matter of sex, my 
children are about as well briefed for puberty as any children 
can be. 

The other day, however, the older of them came up with 
something new. All decked out in the cowboy suit he got for 
Christmas, he walked up to the desk where I was leafing through 
a stack of bills and slapped down a dollar in play money. 

“Gimme a shot, Joe,” he piped. 

I looked up in amazement. “What’s that?”’ I said. 

“A shot,” he said tolerantly. ““You know—whiskey or some- 
thing. This is the Red Dog Saloon and I’m Cactus Pete.” 

Of course, I knew where he got it. He named a horse opera 
current at the neighborhood movie. “All the cowboys drink in 
the Red Dog Saloon,” he protested. 

He dropped the Cactus Pete role, unfastened the holster of his 
six-shooter, and climbed up on my knee for a serious chat. 
“Dad,” he said, “‘what’s whiskey and why do people drink it if 
it tastes so bad? In the movies, they always make faces.” 


I stumbled around in an attempt to interpret the alcohol prob- 
lem in terms a youngster could understand. It suddenly occurred 
to me that the fact of alcohol in the modern world and the con- 
tradictory attitude of society toward it must be quite as confusing 
to the child as the fact of sex and society’s equally two-faced 
attitude toward it. 

Alcohol, no less than sex, can booby-trap a young life if it is 
not interpreted, evaluated, and understood before activity along 
that line is legal. And, unlike sex, there is no organized attempt 
to provide an understanding of it for children, no kindergarten 
or grade school or Sunday-school lessons, no literature that is 
much above the level of temperance propaganda of 50 years ago. 

They live in an environment which is permeated with drink- 
ing. It is in the movies they see, the cocktail lounges they pass on 
their way to school and church, in the jokes they hear, in the 
stories they read, and in the social intercourse of their parents 
and older friends. 

It is alternately glorified, denounced, praised, blamed, exalt- 
ed, and damned. It is good and bad, wonderful and awful, all at 
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With drinking presented as glamorous and 
sociable by movies, TV, ads, and many 
adults—yet denounced by others—here’s 
how a prominent minister, social worker 


and lecturer tells his boys about liquor 


the same time. Until comparatively recently, sex was like that, 
and still is in many parts of the country. 

And we live in an increasingly alcoholic environment. Liquor 
consumption, according to the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, has, since the repeal of prohibition, increased faster than 
the population. 

Alcoholism ranks high as a public health problem. And with 
an annual per capita expenditure of $60 for alcohol as against 
slightly more than $20 a person spent for all religious pur- 
poses, the American public is voting alcohol three times as im- 
portant as religion! 


k is particularly important for children to understand this in- 
creasine alcoholization of their environment, for it is in child- 
hood that alcoholics are incubated. 

A short time ago, a survey was conducted by The Grapevine, 
official organ of Alcoholics Anonymous. The findings show that 
most alcoholics first got drunk between the ages of 10 and 19. 
Six percent of them were first intoxicated between the ages of 10 
and 14, and 1 ‘percent confessed to first overindulgence below 
the age of 10! 

If these percentages hold, as the experts agree they do, for all 
of America’s estimated 3,500,000 intemperate drinkers, it means 
that something like 2,850,000 first got drunk before they were 
out of their teens. How many began drinking without getting 
drunk, no one knows. 

But even when the children do not themselves drink, the 
foundation for later addiction to alcohol is being laid in their 
family relationships, or lack of same. 

Dr. Robert Seliger of the Phipps Psychiatric Clinic, Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, says that “‘the root of alcoholism—the need or 
craving for narcotization—is found in childhood reactions to 
family environment.” 


Ana Dr. Harriett R. Mowrer, writing in The Journal of Criminal 
Psychopathology, states that the behavior of the alcoholic cannot 
be underst@ed except with reference to the basic patterns of 
personality déveloped in early family relationships. 

So much for the booby trap. How shall we avoid it? What 
shall we tell our children about alcohol? 

Phe answer here is the same as it is in regard to sex—tell them 
the truth. Don’t clam up when they ask questions about it. Don’t 
surround alcohol with mystery.

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Pull nails holding jamb (side pieces) and 
header (top piece) to the wood studs on sides 
and top. Nail puller does fast job. 

If nails won't budge, substitute hacksaw 
blade (without holder) between jamb and side 
studs. Tape around blade protects hands. 


Lift out jamb and header in one unit. If the 
assembly is stuck, tap it lightly with hammer. 

If hammer doesn’t produce results, check to 
see if all the nails holding the unit have been 
pulled out. Nails are sometimes set below sur- 
face of stock and are hard to see. ‘ 


Remove door saddle. If you'll be cutting in 
a new doorway, save it for use there. But since 
you'll probably not use it in this way again, 
rip it loose to speed the job. 

Save all lumber— jamb, header, and mold- 
ings—which you can salvage for woodwork- 
ing projects, framing stock, and so on. 


Nail one 2x4 stud to each side of the open- 
ing. Be sure to measure and cut accurately. 

Both studs must be flush with the other wall 
studs exposed when you removed the jamb. 
Fasten third stud in center of the opening. 
Toenail all studs to the 2x48 you fastened to 
the top and bottom of the opening. 
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Cut and position 2x4s — flat side down— 
at bottom and top openings of the doorway, 
and nail them into place, as shown. 

This provides a flat nailing surface for the 
upright studs when they go into place. 
“Stagger” nailing reduces splitting. Or you 


can drill tiny pilot holes for the nails. 
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Cut along dotted lines 











Outside apron comes off like the inside one 
did. Pry it loose with hammer or wrecking bar, 
but be careful not to damage the siding or 
window sill—if you'll use it again. 

Tiny “cushion” blocks under hammer head 
give you more leverage and protect the wood 
at the same time. Fashion blocks from 1x2 
material — pine, fir, or hemlock is adequate. 





Nail in 2x4 studs, flat side down, to top and 
bottom of opening. Now, toenail upright studs 
to them as you would do in a door opening. 

If you'll install insulation, be sure to space 
studs on 16-inch centers. Exterior siding goes 
on next. Tongue-and-groove siding was used 
here as a base for the shingles which will be put 
on when rest of job is completed. 
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Lift out frame from the outside. A properly 
installed frame is not nailed to the studs that 
frames the opening. It is held in position only 
by the trim which surrounds it. 

If nails are encountered, pull them out with 
your nail puller. It may be necessary for you 
to rip off several shingles or clapboards around 
the frame so you can free it. 





Insulate area between the studs on the in- 
side. A “combination” insulation— blanket 
wrapped in aluminum foil or a special paper 
is stapled in place. Fasten it at the sides, 
and, if possible, at the ends to form “seal.” 
Finish wall inside in same manner as you 
would a door opening—using gypsum wall- 
board or a material to match rest of wall.

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What I'd teach my children about alcohol 


referred to as “having a little in.” 
He always had a little in, and often 
a lot. 

He was whispered about, and 
eyebrows were lifted when his 
name was mentioned. When he 
died it was the consensus of adult 
opinion that “it” finally killed him. 
But nobody ever said what “‘it”’ 
was he “had in” or why it killed 
him. 

On the other hand, my grand- 
mother, who on the doctor’s orders 
enjoyed a nightly tot of sherry for 
the last 10 years of her life, was 
never censured or whispered about. 


The whole question of drink was 
an enigma wrapped in a mystery, 
the total effect of which was the 
creation of an avid desire on the 
part of the children to find out 
what was drunk, and why it did 
whatever it did that made it bad 
for Uncle Louis but good for 
Grandma. 

And the truth, as I see it, would 
go something like this: “Alcohol is 
a drug, like opium or cocaine, only 
easier to produce and to take and 
therefore cheaper. A little bit of it, 
as in a highball or a cocktail, makes 
you feel mildly different—gives 
you a pleasant sensation, a feeling 
of well-being. 

“If you drink a little too much of 
it (it is really a powerful drug), it 
not only makes you feel different 
but act different. It affects your 
brain. You can’t talk as well or 
walk as steadily or do anything 
quite as quickly as you did before. 
‘That’s why it’s no good for athletes. 

**And too much of it may irritate 
the sensitive lining of your stom- 
ach, and you'll have to vomit. 

*“Nobody should drink so much 
that they act different, and if they 
keep on drinking to the point 
where they act different long 
enough, they will de different. 


ce 

Now, because alcohol does 
make you feel and act different, it 
has become a folkway. That is, 
people write songs about it, and 
boast of their ability to drink a lot 
without acting different (that’s what 
they think!), and christen ships 
with it, and use it in all sorts of 
ceremonies. 

**All this is kind of silly, but folk- 
ways are folkways and this particu- 
lar one is very old and is probably 
going to go on for a lgng time. 

“We don’t know much about 
alcohol, so we don’t know just how 
it affects us physically. It looks, 
though, like it probably doesn’t do 
us much physical damage unless 
we drink too much of it for a long, 
long time. But it can make us do 
physical damage to ourselves by 
slowing us up and involving us in 
accidents, and other trouble. 

“Drinking too much, however, 
certainly does damage us spiritual- 
ly. It does something to our per- 
sonalities. Lt makes us content with 
lower standards, and tends to limit 
our interests to just one thing— 
alcohol itself. 

“Why do people drink it? Well, 
most drink it just to feel a little 
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different temporarily, a little more 
relaxed, or just to stimulate their 
appetites. 

‘But some people drink it be- 
cause they don’t like themselves 
the way they are. They not only 
want to feel different temporarily, 
they want to be different. 

**Alcohol will make them differ- 
ent all right, but they won’t like 
themselves then any better than 
they do now. 

“These people are really sick. 
They are ‘alcoholics.’ Alcohol for 
them is a means of living another 
life than the one they lead when 
they are sober. 

“So, if a person can’t drink just 
enough to feel different temporari- 
ly, to relax a little and let it go at 
that, but has to relax all the way 
down to the floor, has to drink until 
he acts different and finally is dif- 
ferent—he should never drink at 
all.” 


As to whether they themselves 
(your children) should drink when 
they get old enough, I think the 
wise answer is, “‘Decide when you 
get there, but remember two things 
—nobody ever lost anything by 
leaving alcohol alone, and nobody 
ever became an alcoholic without 
drinking.” 

So, with certain modifications 
for age levels, that is what I’d say 
about alcohol to my children. I’d 
say it, realizing that eventually 
they would experiment with al- 
cohol. I’d say it in an attempt to 
give them a background of under-

standing against which the inevi- 
table experimentation could take 
place. 

Then, there are certain things I 
would not do. 

First, I wouldn’t make a fetish of 
alcohol. I would neither urge it on 
my children nor forbid them to 
touch it. I would avoid, as I would 
the plague, giving the impression 
that it possessed some magic power 
to bring joy and strength. 

I would not condemn it as a 
poison, nor give the impression 
that it was the source of most of the 
evil in the world—which was the 
impression I got from my parents, 
bless their hearts. Extreme atti- 
tudes, one way or the other, make 
for extreme curiosity. 


Scie I would not let my chil- 
dren sample it through occasional 
sips of beer, wine, highballs, as 
some parents do. 

There’s a reason why the cow- 
boys in the Red Dog Saloon make 
faces when they down their Taos 
Lightning. It tastes terrible, and 
the drinker has to become condi- 
tioned to the taste. This condition- 
ing takes time, and it is only after 
the inhibitions of this conditioning 
period have been overcome that a 
person is likely to drink to excess. 

There is no sense in beginning 
to condition a child to the taste of 
alcohol at an early age. 

Third, I’d avoid taking the chil- 
dren to performances which glam- 
orize drinking or take alcohol for 
granted. [Turn to next page

What Pll teach my children 


The movies, thanks to the activi- 
ties of the National Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and the Legion of 
Decency, are, it seems to me, doing 
much better in this respect now 
than they were a few years ago. 
Alcohol definitely should not be 
taken for granted, in the movies or 
anywhere else. It is in a category of 
its own, and it is a mistake to give 
the impression that a cocktail has 
no more significance than a cup of 
tea or a bottle of cola. 

Then, on the positive side, there 
are some things I’d do. 

First, if I drank, I’d do it in front 
of the children. But I'd give them a 
full explanation of what it was I 
was drinking and why I was drink- 
ing it and why they couldn’t have 
any. There would be no mystery 
about it—and certainly no excess 
—and no chance for them to dis- 
cover that their parents drank be- 
hind their backs. 

Second, I would provide them 
with some sane, scientific literature 
explaining alcohol, written in 
terms they could understand. They 
don’t get this anywhere today—not 
in school, in spite of laws in many 
states making alcohol education 
obligatory, and not in Sunday 
school, where most of the alcohol 
“education” they get is still the old 
temperance tract kind of thing, 
showing the technicolor hues of the 
drunkard’s stomach, or the father- 
dear-father-come-home-with-me- 
now type of moral drama.

There is a crying need for scien- 
tific literature on this subject. The 
only piece of material that I con- 
sider at all usable is a little number 
put out by the School and College 
Service of Columbus, Ohio. It is 
entitled Alcohol Talks to Youth and 
is written by Dr. Howard E. Ham- 
lin of the Ohio State Department 
of Education. 

Third, I will take time to inter- 
pret the ads to my children. Chil- 
dren pay attention to advertising, 
both visual and oral. (Ever been 
shopping with a 7-year-old?) 


"Whesi is nothing more embar- 
rassing to a ministerial father than 
to be entertaining the Ladies Aid 
of the parish at tea while his young- 
est son roams the house caroling 
the merits of “X’s Light Beer of 
Broadway Fame.” 

I would explain very carefully 
that, the lovely billboards notwith- 
standing, Blankgold beer did not 
automatically make a girl beauti- 
ful and it took something more 
than whisky to create a man of 
fame and culture. 

It is this subtle identification of 
alcohol with the good life that 
makes the liquor ads misleading 
and irritating. 

I would not have liquor adver- 
tising outlawed altogether—as cer- 
tain bills now pending in Congress 
would do—but I would support 
legislation which would limit such

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How “average” are you? 


person (even counting newborn 
babes) manages in one year to 
consume 151 pounds of meat, 33 
dozen eggs (plus one extra egg), 
717 pounds of cheese, 43.9 pounds 
of fats, 109.3 pounds of fresh fruits, 
114 pounds of fresh vegetables, and 
16.5 pounds of coffee. 

Add it all up and the consump- 
tion per day is (hold your hats, 
girls) 3,200 calories. 


How much does it cost to 
own a car? 


One survey shows that the av- 
erage owner spends a whopping 
$1,055 a year on his car, which is 
three years old. This figure, of 
course, includes the cost of the car 
spread out over its lifetime. On a 
mileage basis, you are shelling out 
9.6 cents a mile over a six-year 
period if you keep the family bug- 
gy that long. In this expense, only 
about 20 cents of every dollar goes 
for gas. About 47 cents goes for de- 
preciation and 12 cents for insur- 
ance among other things. 

Of course your cents-per-mile 
zoom if you don’t use your car 
much. Paradoxically, anyone who 
owns a car should drive the wheels 
off of it to keep costs down. Owners 
who drive under 5,000 miles a 
year have the amazing cost of 26.4 
cents per mile, while those over

20,000 miles a year spend only 6.9 
cents per mile. 


What can we look forward 
to in retirement? 


For one thing, you can look for- 
ward to a lot more older people. 
According to the Bureau of Census, 
if the current population trend 
continues there will be 20,689,000 
people 65 years and over in 1975. 
This will be an amazing rise from 
the 13,400,000 in 1953. 

You may have an old-age nest 
egg, but census reports have 
hatched out one indisputable fact: 
Much as you dislike the idea, you 
very likely will be living with some- 
one else during your “old age.” In 
1950, for example, more than 96 
percent of the aged lived in house- 
holds (contrasted to institutions) 
and about four-fifths of them were 
living with relatives. 


Who'll die first, myself or 
my spouse? 


Men die sooner. In 1953, we had 
7,404,000 widows. This was by far 
the largest number in our history 

. about three times as many 
widows as widowers. Currently, at 
least 1 woman in every 10 at ages 
45 to 54 is a widow. In the next 
age bracket, 55 to 64, the propor- 





tion jumps to more than 1 in every 
4. And consider this: half the wom- 
en who now become widowed still 
have more than 20 years of life 
ahead of them. 


What's the biggest threat 


to our lives? 


Heart disease. The U. S. Public 
Health Service predicts that 750,- 
000 persons will die of heart disease 
this year, an increase of 100 per- 
cent since 1933. This threat is par- 
ticularly true if your immediate 
relatives have had cardiovascular 
renal disease. 

Heart disease takes a greater an- 
nual toll than all other causes com- 
bined—by about 100,000 lives. In 
the list of killers it takes three times 
the toll of cancer, which is second. 
Accidents are third, and these 
three categories take a big share 
of all lives. 

In general, you can figure that 
the 65 to 74 age bracket is the most 
dangerous for men, 75 to 84 for 
women. 


Anything encouraging for 
the future? 


Plenty. In 1954 the death rate 
reached an all-time low, and the 
trend definitely is downward. At 
the turn of the century, the aver- 
age length of life in the United 
States was 49.2 years. Today we 
are living almost 20 years longer. 

You can pack a lifetime of en- 


joyment into those 20 years—if 


you’re an “‘average”’ person! 





Do you know how to 


start working, and perspiration 
soaks your clothing. When you are 
so worn out that you cannot keep 
awake any longer, exhausted and 
wet, you drop in your tracks and 
then you may never wake again.” 


It’s a wise do-it-yourselfer 
who always keeps his 
wooden ladder shipshape 
by giving it a coat of paint. 


False. According to the National 
Safety Council, a wooden ladder 
should never be painted. Paint 
hides defects and is slippery when 
wet. 


If bitten by a rattlesnake, 
never suck the poison out of 
the wound because the venom 
might enter the system via 
a scratch or blister on your lip. 


False. According to Dr. Dudley 
authority on first-aid 
treatment for snakebite, this isa pop- 
ular misconception. “The victim 
already has the poison in his blood 
stream, thus there is no further 
danger from the venom even if he 
has bad teeth or swallows the poi- 
son. If bitten by a rattler, remem-

ber that you are in no immediate 
danger of dying. The victim will 
not be in serious peril for six hours 
or more unless the bite is on face or 
chest. The main thing is to keep 
calm and not walk or run.” 


Persons suffering from the 
chills as a result of exposure 
to severe cold should be given 
alcoholic stimulants to 

warm them up. 


False. Physiologists warn that alco- 
hol is not good for warming a bad- 
ly chilled man. All it does is to 
flood the skin with blood drawn 
from vital internal organs, which 
need it more than the extremities 
do. Actually, using alcohol to 
speed up the blood flow simply 
speeds up the body’s over-all loss of 
heat. 


The best way to treat a 
frostbitten part of the body is 
to rub it with snow. 


False. Gangrene can result from 
treating frostbite by rubbing with 
snow. The parts most commonly 
affected by frostbite are the ears, 
nose, hands, and feet. As the result 
of exposure to intense cold, the 


blood supply to the part becomes 
so limited, because of constriction 
of the blood vessels, that not 
enough warmth is present in the 
tissues to prevent freezing. Rub- 
bing, in an effort to restore the cir- 
culation, is useless and may extend 
the damage. Frozen parts should 
be thawed gradually by covering 
with the hand. If the hand is frost- 
bitten, it should be warmed gently 
under the armpit.

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For more raspberries, prune light 


Not satisfied with your raspberry yield? Then prune 
less and feed more. This recommendation is based on 
five years’ research by Dr. D. F. Allmendinger, of the 
Western Washington Experiment Station, Puyallup. 

Dr. Allmendinger reports that raspberries pruned to 
12 fruiting canes per plant produced half a ton more 
fruit per acre than plants with 9 canes. With extra 
nitrogen, an extra one-third ton of berries was pro- 
duced. Raspberries pruned to 6 canes to a hill re- 
sponded only slightly to extra nitrogen. 


Peat lowers soil temperatures 


| 
| 
Tests at Kansas State College show the superiority 
of peat as a mulch for reducing soil temperatures. | 
When carnations were mulched with ground corn- | 
cobs, temperatures below the mulch were only one de- | 
gree cooler than on bare soil. Manure mulches re- 
duced temperatures about 4 to 8 degrees, but peat re- | 
duced them as much as 10 degrees. | 
The natural sugars in ground corncobs offer food for | 
fermenting bacteria, which raise temperatures. Since | 
peatmoss does not ferment, its insulating value is un- b 
impaired. 


More progress on pest control 


Two important advances in controlling fungus diseases 
of plants have been reported recently. 

One is a new antibiotic, called Filipin, developed by 
workers at the University of Illinois. It controls gray 
leaf spot of tomatoes, and also protects pea and toma- 
to seeds from various soil fungi. 

The other advance is a new technique for using 
streptomycin. Scientists have found that it works 
much better when mixed with glycerine. Like other 
antibiotics, streptomycin is water-soluble and doesn’t 
adhere well to foliage. The glycerine holds it in con- 
tact with the plant until it can do its work. 
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Weed society brings work 
Tired of fighting weeds? Take heart. A special or- | 
ganization, called the Weed Society of America, has | 
been formed to coordinate and promote research on l 
weeds. | 
The founding of the society is probably overdue. | 
Since the discovery of 2,4-D in 1943, more progress ; 
has been made in chemical weed control than was 
made in all the previous history of horticulture. Un- | 
fortunately, the research has been unorganized, with | 
no over-all program for discovering the basic facts | 
about why weeds live—and die. 7 
The new society hopes to coordinate the work of its 
members and stimulate basic research that will help | 
us understand more about the plants we are trying to 
destroy.

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How to select a hedge that will meet your needs 


Get the right size. Before you select your plants, decide how high = 
you want the hedge to be, then buy plants which will be close to that 

height at maturity. Don’t guess—check the catalogs, ask your nurs- 
eryman. If you plant shrubs that grow too big, you will spend un- 
necessary time in clipping and shearing. 





How you plant hedge depends 
on what effect you want, how 
fast you want it 


Deciduous or evergreen? Evergreens have a consistent value the 
year around. Flowering shrubs can give a more dramatic show, 
when in bloom. Evergreens grow more slowly and take less main- 
tenance, but are more expensive. 


Cut along dotted lines 


Use trench method if hedge will be lined up 
straight and plants set close together. Trench 
two-spades wide carries most young plants. 
This row method allows easy watering and 
maintenance while hedge is getting established 


To keep hedge vigorous, give it help each year 


Keep base of hedge free of weeds and grass until it thickens up and 
prevents cultivation. Feed hedges once each year, either spring or 
fall, with balanced plant food such as you use on your lawn. If plants 
are set very close or clipped severely and often, feed at least twice a 
year. 

Hedges past their second year need little extra water, except in 
driest summers. If water is needed, add a lot—moisten soil to depth 
of at least a foot. A permanent, light mulch will benefit all hedges 
in dry locations.

Examine labels to see that 
they are securely attached, 
yet not so tight they will bind 
stems as rose grows. 





Cover new roses with bur- 

lap, straw, or some other 

improvised shade _ until 
buds start to grow. 

Check plants every two or 
three days, and water if the 
soil begins to dry out. 

Feed with a balanced plant 
food when new shoots are 4 
to 6 inches Jong.

PROBLEM C: Adjust link- 


age wire to end water loss 





I Straighten linkage wire connecting 
lift wire with trip arm. 

Rebend it so flush ball is lifted 
higher when handle is turned. This 
prevents suction of the water rush- 
ing through seat from “pulling” 
flush ball until the tank is empty. 





2 Check refill tube to make sure it’s 
properly bent so water flowing from 
it goes into overflow pipe. You can 
bend this tubing with your fingers. 

The refill tube helps maintain cor- 
rect water level in tank so trap can 
seal off tank from soil lines running 
through your house. The tube is usu- 
ally made from copper. 





3 Tighten handle on tank if it’s 
loose. Hold handle in one hand and 
gently turn nut on inside. 

Threads are reversed so nut turns 
counterclockwise to tighten. It’s not 
necessary to use force to tighten nut. 
Go easy, or you'll strip the threads.

of your house. On slopes, drop the fence line 
with a few large steps, not many small ones 
(see bottom picture, page 200). 

A high, heavy fence around a small house. The 
house will seem to cringe behind the fence. 
A strong, broad fence, however, can make a 
tall, old-fashioned house seem lower. 

A high fence on a narrow lot. If your lot isn’t 
broad, a low fence with strong horizontal lines 
will appear to widen it. 

A split-rail fence on a city lot is big in scale for 
the area enclosed, gives no privacy, is a chal- 
lenge to children and dogs. 

Building a fence simply for the sake of building 
a fence. Unless you have service or garden 
areas to screen off or protect, unless you 
crave outdoor privacy, or unless you need a 
device to tie house into setting, you may be 
better off with no fence at all. 








Shadow strips made of wood battens nailed on the 
inside of this fence add to its horizontal lines, make 
fence seem like less of a barrier. Battens also serve 
as lattice for vines to climb on. Posts are 4x4s; cap is 
a 2x6 laid over a 2x4, back offset to cast shadows

If all you want is a low fence that keeps out animals, 
but you dislike the proportions of a low one, extend 
2x4 supports up a couple of feet to form a grid. This 
type of fence screens effectively without seeming to, 
and you can let foliage weave through the openings 


Instead of a fence made of 
solid pickets, as in the picture 
at the bottom of page 200, 
pickets are nailed up here in 
groups of five, with width of 
three pickets between groups. 

Thus fence is too solid to 
see through, but its horizontal 
framework peeks through, and 
summer breezes leak through. 





Louvers are best used vertically where they aren’t 
apt to warp. Louvers here are 1x4s set parallel to 
supports to let in breeze. You can increase the 
screening effect by turning louvers at an angle

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Severe horizontal line of this fence matches horizontal effect of brick 
of house, but smoothness of wood contrasts effectively with rough 
brick. Fence thus seems part of the house, not an offensive barrier 





For separating areas—as orchard from garden— build a low, small- 
scale, rustic fence that blends into landscape. Posts are double grape- 
stakes, with crosspiece at bottom that supports rails laid alternately 














To create pattern, use 1x8s alternately offset and slightly over- 
lapped. For color contrast, fence is reddish brown, frame gray. Hard- 
ware for gate is attached to blocks. Note how fence follows slope

Regurgitation of food by the 
parakeet is not abnormal. This re- 
gurgitation is the method by which 
the parakeet feeds its young. Since 
this is instinctive, it is not unusual 
for them to do this, even though 


_ they do not have young. Since the 


male is also capable of feeding the 
young, he will regurgitate as well 
as the female. 


My daughter wants a parakeet for 
her birthday. We hesitate to buy one 
for fear that she may contract some 
disease from the bird. 

The disease that you fear is par- 
rot fever, or psittacosis. It is true 
that this disease has been found in 
the United States in isolated areas, 
mostly in imported birds. But if 
you purchase a bird from a private 
family or from a pet shop that deals 
in domestic birds, there will be 
little danger of exposing your fam- 
ily to psittacosis. 


I have a 12-year-old fox terrier 
that for the last year has been cough- 
ing. She hasn't lost weight, and 
seems well otherwise. I have treated 
her with cough medicines, but they 
do not help. : 

Chronic coughs are often seen in 
older dogs. The cough is thought 
to be the result of chronic bronchi- 
tis that may be complicated by re- 
tarded circulation. The cough in 
itself is usually not dangerous, but 
is most difficult to control. 


We have both a canary and a 
parakeet. The canary is molting and 
will not sing. The parakeet is like- 
wise molting and has lost much of 
his pep. This molting has continued 
for several months. Can you suggest 
something to restore their feathers? 

Dr. Patricia O’Connor, veter- 
inarian for the Staten Island Zoo 
lists six causes for molting of caged 
birds. They are: 

1. Too high a temperature in the 

home. 

2. Exposure to direct sunlight. 

3. Secondary to any generalized 

infection. 

4. Endocrine disorders. 

5. Nutritional deficiencies. 

6. Skin parasites. 

Probably the most frequent of 
the causes is extreme high room 
temperatures. If the birds are kept 
at a temperature not exceeding 78 
degrees and fed an adequate diet, 
the plumage will return. We have 
had exceptional luck with baby- 
chick starter food as a diet for 
caged birds. It is finely ground, 
easily digested, highly nutritious, 
contains a variety of vitamins, and 
is palatable for caged birds.
